This statement was considered satisfactory 
and Retzer was permitted to go, an offieer be- 
ing sent from the station to Crimman’s house 
after the revolver. Crimman, however, said 
that be had seen no pistol, and that when he 
reached Hau’s body there was no weapon of 
any kind in sight. Then. a detail of offi- 
cers with Lieut. Lord started out and 
got hold of a party of five 
young men who. were ing at the 
corner of Hurlbut street when the shot was 
fired. They all saw Hau fall, but saw no flash. 
and none of them saw any revolver. <A care 
ful search of the locality failed, to reveal any 
weapon, and it is upon the absence of this 
link that the officers base their suspicions of 
foul play. Retzer and the five young men 
were taken to the Webster Avenue Station, 
where they were quéstioned and then allowed 
to go, with the exception of Retzer, who will 
be beid till after the inguest. 

Mrs. Hau, the young man's mother, said that 
Charles never to ber knowledge owued 4 pis- 
tol, and she could not understand bow any one 
could have seen him with a revolver. It was 
said that Mra. Hau and her son hed had some 
bigh words in relation to a young woman in 
whom he was interested, and it was also said 
that Mr. Solom had taken part in the dis- 
cussion. Mrs. Hau said Charles had no row 
witb his brother-in-law. 

The dead man was a wood-carver by trade 
and was unmarried. In addition to the bullet-

German Protestant churebes of the city are

Her social ¢ircle 
was of the most refined and select char 
acter. Iake Victoria Morosini, her in- 
come afforded’ the fullest scope for 
the gratification of her tastes. Her béauty, 
wealth, and accomplishments made her the 
undisputed queen of her circle. Heiress to 
millions she had countless suitors for Her 
hand. Two years ago last June Miss Unger's 
eldést sister was married. Prior to 
her. marriage the two sisters. who 
were then taking lessons at Merkle’s riding- 
school, were inseparable companions in their 
equestrian trips. Later on, when Miss Unger's 
sister went South on her "wedding tour, the 
equestrian lessons ceased, but were renewed 
during the sueceeding winter. 

Teacher and pupil Were almost constantly 
alone in each other's society. 

With the coming of the spring, to the aston- 
ishment of the family, she expressed her hiten- 
tion of accompanying a married relative to 
Earope. Her engagement te a gentieman 
in this oclty having long been rumored 
her sudden determination astonished her 
friends and met at first with tne decided oppo- 
sition of her family. After much importunity, 
strengthened by a plea of failing health, she 
finally overcame ail opposition and departed.

In one large institution, 
which I 4m canvassing at present, I have been 
able to examine only about half the children, 
and cannot give any percentage of those ut 
flicted with contagious disease. We know, 
however, chat there is a great deal of it, and 
some great energy is needed to cope with the

THINK THE ASSESSMENT TOO HIGH. 


A Writ of certiorari for the review of the 
action of the State Board for the Equalization 
of Taxes, takén last October, in fixing the 
amount of taxes due from the Oity of New 
York to the State, was obtained from Judge 
Donohue io Supreme Court Chambers today by 
Willard R. Brown and Burton N. Harrison; as 
special counsel for the city. These lawyers 
appeared before the board in October, but de- 
spite their arguments it determined that a 
proper valuation of the property in tbis city 
for the purposes of State taxation 
was $1,413,415,020, or $112,148,890 in 
excess of the estimate’ fixed “by the 
Assessors of this oity and approved by the 
Board of Aldermen, which estimate is the 
basis of local taxation. By thus increasing the 
valuation the board declared that the City of 
New York must pay $802,260.50 more than it 
otherwise would into the State Treasury. It is 
claimed, on behalf of the city, in the petition 
for the writ of certiorari that the action of 
the State Board is unjust to it, adverse to its 
interests, and dictated by a regard for the in- 
terests ot other counties, whose taxes would 
be reduced commensurately with the wrongful 
increase of those of New York.

A SURGICAL DIAGNOSIS, 


WHAT AILED A GOUVERNEUR SLIP GOAT— 
CARPET-TACKS AND col. BOB.” 

New York Herald: Before the old building 
now known as the Gouverneur Hospital at 
Gouverneur slip was taken for hospital uses 
the numerous goats infesting the vicinity 
made it a rendezvous at night during the cold 
season. Now, as the “melancholy days bave 
dome, these festive goats have no settled 
abode, and they evince their loss by frequently 
battering at the doors of the hospital.

CULLEN HELD OVER. 


THE POLICEMAN WHO ARRESTED HERMAN 
HORENBERG BELIEVED BY THE CORO- 
NER’S JURY TO HAVE FRACTURED THE 
PRISONER’S SKULL. 

The Coroner’s investigation into the facts 
attending the death of Herman Horenberg, 
who was arrested Friday by Police-<Officers 
Cullen and Kakuske, and who died Sunday at 
the County Hospital, was continued at that 
institution yesterday, and resulted in a serious 
charge against Officer Richard Cullen. Carl 
Ziech, saloonkeeper at No. 661 South Halsted 
street, testified that Dietrich and Horenberg 
were in his saloon at 11:15 p. m. Friday, and 
that deceased was sober and conversed with Mrs. 
Ziech. Christopher Tegtmeyer testified that 
deceased had been foreman of his packing-box 
factory for a number of years, that he was a 
sober and clever workman, and that he had 
never seen him intoxicated, 

Christopber Brinkmann, a saloonkeeper at 
No. 708 South Halsted street, testified that he 
heard of some trouble near his place and went 
out tosee what it was. Horenberg was on the 
ground, and when a man standing near asked 
Cullen to let Horenberg go home Cullen struck 
at him. In giving this testimony witness de- 
came angry. and said that if Cullen had struck 
at him for askmg a simple question he would 
have knocked him down quickly. He knew 
Horenberg well; he was not adrinking man, 
nor was he drunk at the time. 

Charies Geyer, Henry Bubring, Anton Feck- 
er, and August Rosenburger testified to the 
sobriety of Horenberg. 

Officer Reardon of the patrol service thought 
Horenburg was drunk at the time. 

Desk-Sergeant Walter believed deceased to 
have been intoxicated from his actions and 
conversation; also from the fact that nis 
prisoner sang after being locked up. He 
was sure it was not a moan, but a song he 
heard. 

Otto Kruemmel testified to the sobriety of 
deceased. 

Dr. David O’Shea testified to being sum- 
moned to attend a case at the station the morn- 
ing after Horenberg’s arrest. He found that 
the man was suffering from brain disorder and 
ordered him removed to the County Hospital. 

It was attempted to prove by this witness 
that Horenberg might have received the in- 
jury to his skull by falling off the bench in the 
cell. 

Frank Miller, a laborer, living at No. 719 Mor- 
gan street, testified that he occupied the next 
cell to Horenberg. He heard this man talk to 
himself and sing, so concluded he was drunk. 
Witness did not sleep all night, but he heard 
deceased snore after 2 a.m. He did not hear 
any other noise in Horenbere’s cell except 
taiking, singing, and snoring. 

The verdict was rendered that deceased came 
to his death from shock and hemorrhage caused 
by a severe blow on the bead inflicted by Offi- 
cer Richard Cullen, and recommended that 
Cullen be heid to await the action of the grand 
jury. 

When the result of the inquest was commu- 
nicated to Superintendent of Police Ebersold be 
suspended Officer Cullen and ordered Lieuten- 
ant Darrow to take him into custody. Officer 
Hayes was placed in charge of the suspended 
officer, who will be taken before Justice Inger- 
soll today. 


AGE BROUGHT NOT WISDOM. 


AN OLD MAN, BECOMING JEALOUS OF HIS 
INFIRM SPOUSE, SENDS A BULLET 
THROUGH HER HEAD AND ANOTHER

ELMIRA, N. Y., Dec. 23.—[Special.|—The lo- 

cality known as the * Crane’s Nest,“ near Os- 

wego, was thrown into commotion today by 
an attempted murder and suicide. Aaron 

Shaw, aged 65 years, is a farmer, and has a 

large family of children. His wife is 60 years 

old, but in old age the husband became a little 
wild, and through jealousy his old and lawful 
mate afew months ago gathered up a few of 
her belongings and left. She found a comfort- 
able berth as the housekeeper of William New- 
man, a wealthy bachelor living in the neighbor- 
hood.

WIFE-MURDERER TO BE HANGED. 


Prospective Bride and Groom Both Talk 
Freehy— The Relatives 
Surprised. 


Deputy Clerk Salmonson of the Marriage 
License Department of the County Clerk’s 
office was much surprised yesterday morning 
when a well-dressed, fine appearing old man 
approached bis desk and asked for a marriage 
license. To the affidavit accompanying the 
license he signed bis name as Tuthiil King, bis 
age 81, and the name of his intended as Mrs. 
Sarah Bell, whose age is 454 Mr. King enjoined 
Mr. Salmonson to be silent about the license 
being taken out until after the marriage cere- 
mony, which is set for Jan. 2. Mr. Salmonson 
would like to have accommodated him, but the 
affidavits are numbered in rotation, and a re- 
porter called to copy them a few minutes after 
Mr. King went out. Mr. King, who is an old 
and well-known citizen, lives with bis son-in- 
law, Dr. Ross, at No. 428 Washington boule- 
vard, and is one of the pioneerg of Chi- 
cago. His wife died Sept. 11 of this 
year at the age of 85 years.. His 
betrothed, Mrs. Sarah Beil, is the widow of A. 
C. Bell, the druggist who was drowned about 
seven years ago, and she now lives over the 
drug-store at No. 495 West Madison street. Tne 
affair created a sensation as soon as it was 
known, and Mr. King acknowledges that his 
children, who are all daughters and married, 
will probably try to prevent him from carry- 
ing out the marriage arrangement. 

WHAT THE RELATIVES THINK. 

Dr. Ross, who married Mr. King’s eldest 
daughter, was seen at his residence early in 
the evening. He said that the affair wasa 
complete surprise to bim and to the most of 
the family.

FEELING AGAINST HIM IN DAKOTA AND 
NEW MEXICO, 

RAPID Urty, Dak., Dec. 23.—[Special.]—-The 
feeling of indignation caused by the disastrous 
rulings of Land-Commissioner Sparks is very: 
strong in this part of the country, and pre- 
vailg among the entire people. Politics is 
entirely lost sight of, and Democrats as well as 
Republicans denounce the course of the Com- 
missioner in unmeasured terms, and unite in 
the hope that be may not long retain a posi- 
tion in which he has shown himself so capable 
of working injury and mischief to the frontier. 
His tconstruction of the law, debarring iand 
claimants from making commutation proof 
upon homesteade after having proved up on 
preémptions, bas given rise to a great 
deal of confusion, and loan agents who 
have heretofore been ready and willmg to fur- 
nish money for such proofs now absolutely 
refuse to do so. Some even refuse to loan 
money on first claims on account of the ruling 
lately promulgated that the security given for 
such loans is not only of no account, but also 
that the claimant borrowing money upon lahd 
claimed forfeits his right. Another very bad 
effect of the ruling is that Eastern people com- 
ing here, who have been able and willing to 
buy land, now hesitate to do so unless in cases 
where patents have been issued. Heretofore 
the receipt for the Government price has been 
considered sufficient evidence of ownership, 
and titles given by parties holding such receipts 
have not been questioned. While there 
have no doubt been trauds perpetrated in 
making final proofs in some cases, there ia, 
neither truth nor justice in the assertion of 
the Commissioner that a majority of the 
proofs made in the local land offices are fraud- 
ulent. The suspension of the issue of patents 
is also an injustice so gross that it bas awak- 
ened general indignation. Should the Commis- 
sioner be sustained in his rulings great injury 
must result to this region. While in Eastern 
Dakota the sentiment of the people has been 
expressed through petitions to the Senate; 
here there has been no united effort of the 
kind. Many men ot the Black Hills have, how- 
ever, written persona! letters to Senators of 
their acquaintanc? and to the Secretary of the 
Interior, calling attention te the injurious 
workings of the Commissioner’s rulings, and it 
is confidently hoped that such letters, in con- 
nection with other modes of expression of sen- 
timent tbrougbout the West, may have an in- 
fluence in bringing about decided relief...

THE GOLD-BUG ALARMISTS AND 

THE BALANCE OF TRA DE. 
The gold-bug alarmists of New York think 
they have discovered a veritable raw-head- 
and-bloody-bones in the prospective shipment 
of gold to England, and they are starting a 
great alarm in the hope of frightening the ig- 
norant and credulous. New York commer 
cial reports state that $2,000,000 in gold has 
been purchased for shipment to London, but 
that probably no gold will go forward be- 
fote Saturday, and the shipment then is con- 
tingent on the maintenance of the advance 
for sterling exchange.” The alarmists, how- 
ever, are crying out that the gold exports re- 
sult from the fear of a silver panic, and that 
unless Congress at once suspends the coinage 
of the cheaper metal the country must suffer 
a dangerous and prolonged drain of gold to 
England. The truth is that the flurry has 
been caused by a demand for gold to settle 
certain international balances toward the 
close of the year and coin happens just at 
present to be more available than wheat, cot- 
ton, or other exports. 

The New York Tribune in its frenzied 
efforts to create a great seare or panic over 
silver says the owners of gold are preparing 
to send it to England asa place of safety 
and are unwilling to lend or lodge it in the 
United States for fear that it may come back 
to them in the form of depreciated silver. It 
seems that old Mr. Tilden and other prom- 
ment Democratic capitalists” became 80 
alarmed that they sent large quantities of 
gold to Europe over a year ago, but in the 
course of a few months recovered their com- 
posure and brought their treasures back to 
the United States. This, too, without any 
change or much prospect of a change in the 
silver coinage in this country. It is beyond 
belief that capitalists in this country are pre- 
paring to send their gold abroad for any such 
ridiculous reason as that suggested by the 
New York. Zribune; but, if 80, they have 
waited a long time to get fnghtened, and are 
now beceming panic-stricken under circum- 
stances of great coolness and deliberation. 
The country will not be frightened by any 
such ghost, especially when the causes of 
the present flurry are perfectly plain. 

The United States pays its balances with 
England in flour, wheat, corn, cotton, meat, 

petroleum, coin, or other exports, as the 

state of trade and production make one or an- 
other most desirable. Cotton and wheat are 
now held too high for export, and hence 
there is an increased demand for both gold 
and silver coin in making foreign settle 
ments. The Bureau of Statistics reports the 
total exports of cotten during November, 
1885, to be 665,889 bales, of a value of $32,- 
803.809, against $05,260 bales, of a valué of 
$39,872,485 in November, 1884, showing a 
decrease in bales of 130,371, and in value of 
$7,068,616. The regular weekly cable from 
the Mark Lane (London) Express says:

This temporary and abnormal state of 
things has naturally thrown the balance of 
trade against this country for the moment, 
Anotber factor in the matter is the return of 
some American railway bonds since the 
death of Vanderbilt, and it is only surpris- 
ing that all these circumstances, coming to- 
gether at a time when se many international 
transactions are to be closed up for the year, 
have not had a more pronounced effect in 
raising the value of gold to the shipping 
point. The silver coinage has nothing to do 
with the matter, and the monometallists 
have simply seized on the rumors of gold 
exportations to alarm the country with fore- 
bodings that are decidedly more ridiculous 
than fearful. 


RESULTS OF THE ENGLISH ELEC- 
TIONS. 

The London Times of Dec. 11 goes over 
the battlefield of the late parliamentary elec- 
tions and sums up the losses and gains on each 
side. Its figures are extremely interesting, 
not only as showing the actual results of the 
contest, but as indicating the drift of popular 
political opinion in England. Its tables 
show that the total electorate outside of 
parliamentary cities in the forty counties of 
England (the twelve counties of Wales not 
included) is 2,808,133, of whom 1,937,000 
voted—916,314 for Conservative and 1,020,- 
774 for the Liberal candidates, giving the 
latter 104,460 majority in the rural districts 
of England and 133 seats to 99 for the 
Tories. In the borough cities, each electing 
one or more members, the total eléctorate is 
1,814,151, of whom 579,626 voted for the 
Tories, electing. 116 members, and 663,190 
for the Liberal candidates, electing only 109 
members, altho giving the latter 83,564 ma- 
jority. The total result, as stated by the 
Times, is: Counties—Tories, 99 seats; Lib- 
erals, 188. Boroughs Tories, 116 seats; 
Liberals, 109; total, Liberals, 242; Tories, 
215; altho on the popular vote the Liberals 
cast 188,024 majority, = 

The result ot the voting in the large cities 
is equally interesting. In London it shows 
that the Tory sentiment has gained very 
largely since the election of 1880. In the old 
“ City” alone the Tory in 1880 was 
4,406; this year it is 7,7 in a total vote ot 
N showing a Tory gain of 3,378. In

In 
Leeds and Sheffleld there were also Conserv- 
ative gains, In Leeds the Liberals have a 
majority of 38, 749 in a total vote of 42,259; 
a Conservative gain of 7,542. In Sheffield 
the result was very close. Out of 39,370 
votes the Conservatives had 19,594, and the 
Liberals 19,776—a Liberal majority of 182 
and a Conservative gain of 489. In Bristol, 
also, the vote was comparatively close, Out 
of a total of 28,863 the Conservatives had 
18,426 and the Liberals 15,437—a Liberal 
majority of 2,011. Among the tvvo-mem- 
bered boroughs, all that are under the in- 
fluence of Liverpool and Manchester are 
decidedly Conservative, but the towns under 
northern influences, such as Newcastle, 
Derby, Halifax, Northampton, and Leicestér, 
are just as decidedly Liberal. The only 
many-membered borough which shows a 
Liberal gain over 1880 is Nottingham, where 
the increase is 1,900. The Irish vote cast for 
the Tories in England is estimated at about 
100,000, giving them thirty seats’ which are 
naturally Liberal. 


THE WHEAT SUPPLY. 

The fact on which the wheat market weak- 
ened so badly the day before yesterday may 
prove after all to be the turning ‘point in the 
situation. A leading New York house says 
that the decline in wheat and the advance in 
sterling exchange have brought the market 
so near to an export basis that business is 
likely toensue. In this city about 3, 000 sacks 
of flour were taken yesterday for export, and 
it was rumored that engagements had been 
made for as much as 100,000 sacks altogether, 
about half of which is to go from Min- 
neapolis. With all this comes the re- 
iteration of the assurance that the de 
liveries of wheat by farmers in the 
Northwest have almost ceased. If that be 
but approximately true the country has 
rounded. the top on the visible supply, and a 
rather rapid decrease in that may be looked 
for long before the close of winter, as the 
quantities of winter wheat remaining in first 
hands are notoriously so small as to make 
the millers in the winter-wheat sections free 
buyers of the spring grades. The domestic 
consumption alone would cause a rapid re- 
duction of stocks, without reference to an ex- 
port demand, if the supply from first hands 
should fall off to a low point. The people 
of this country use up about 800,000 bushels 
of wheat per day, counting. in bread, seed, 
and that used in manufactures. 

It will be a great thing for the holders of 
wheat, and not a bad one for the country, if 
the event proves that the market is entitled 
to take on a little more strength on the 
merits of the case. As a rule the bull ele- 
ment has been a suffering one this year. A 
much larger proportion of the crop than or- 
dinary has been in warehouse, where it cost 
money every ten days or so to carry it, and 
the load has been a heavy one. . The ayerage 


cost of storage each day for the wheat that’ 


has been carried in this city during the sum- 
mer season was about $6,500 in addition to 
| the cost of insurance and interest on the 
| capital used tocarryit. Multiplying this into 
three, we have $20,000 perday as the amount 
used up in storage charges alone in holding 
the visible supply of wheat over to the time 
when it should be wanted for consumption, 
while latterly it has looked as if that time 
would never arrive. The magnitude of the 
load has not only made buyers on the other 
side of the Atlantic stand aloof, believing 
that it would soon be necessary to offer it to 
them at lower prices, but it has invited to 
speculative bearishness in our market, which 
has made the burden fully twice as heavy as 
it would have been simply from its own 
weight. A very large part of the short sell- 
ing in this city during the last nine months 
has been done on foreign orders, and there is 
at least as much truth as poetry in the re- 
mark made yesterday that the million of gold 
supposed to be under orders for export is sim- 
ply the profits of Englishmen on their wheat 
deal here. 

It may be worth while to note that at very 
nearly this time last year the wheat market 
touched the lowest point that had been known 
since the middle of the War, and then start- 
ed up. It is true that the price now is about 
14 cents above that lowest point, as it has 
also been recently claimed to be nearly that 
much too high forexport. But we werethen 
weighed down with the knowledge that the 
largest crop ever gathered had to be placed, 
while now the country is already well under 
way towards the last end of a confessedly 
much smaller one. It should seem probable 
that wheat is worth at least as much as it is 
now selling for in this market, irrespective of 
the question of a foreign demand for it. 


THE DEBT-PAYING POWER KEEPS 
SIDVBR UP. 

The danger of silver driving out gold can 
arise only when the coinage of. the cheaper 
metal goes beyond the debt-paying demands 
of the country and there is a large surplus 
left over with nothing to keep it on a par 
with gold. When the supply of silver money 
is beyond the demand for its use in debt-pay- 
ing its legal-tender quality will not keep it 
up to the level of gold. In that event the 
cheaper money would ineyi‘ably drive out the 
dearer and the currency would be reduced to 
a silver basis. Any such result can be brought 
about only by a vast increase of the silver 
now in use in this country, which amounts 
to $275,735,439, including the subsidiary 
coins. The debt-paying demands of the 
country demg greatly in excess of the supply 
of silver the tendency toward a fall in the 
cheaper metal is arrested, and in the form of 
money silver is kept on à par with gold. The 
slightest tendency of silver to fall increases 
the demand for it in debt-paying, and it is 
thus kept securely and safely in its place. 
So long as the supply of silver is below the 
demand for it in debt-paying it will be kept 
at par by a sort of self-regulating power. 
Only the most violent and unreasonabie gold 
fanatics contend that the present volume of 
Silver money cannot be kept at par, and 
everybody knows as a matter of fact that 
the purchasing power of legal-tender silver is

It is something entire- 
ly new to suppose that one President can re- 
verse the proclamations of his predecessors, 
and thus make himself Ohlef Magistrate for 
an indefinit period of time, instead of con- 
fining himself to the duties of the term for 
whieh he was elected. If Cleveland has 
power to reverse decisions made by Arthur 
he must possess equal authority to review the 
official acts of Garfield, Grant, or Lincoln, 
and might extend his retrospective functions 
back to the time of Washington. On the 
same principle, however, the next President 
might réverse any of Cleveland’s acts, The 
theory that the President has any such arbi- 
trary power is illogical and absurd, and Con- 
gress should protest. promptly against its as- 
sertion. 

The eviction of the Crow-Creek settlers 
was not only illegal but harsh and cruel. The 
settlers took up their claims in perfect good 
faith under the authority of President 
Arthur’s proclamation, and after spending 
the summer building houses, making fences, 
digging wells, and breaking ground they 


arbitrary ex post facto order without being 
permitted to harvest their crops. They were 
poor people, and after a summer’s hard labor 
found themselves at the beginning of winter 
dependent on charity for support. Even if 
the letter of the law had demanded it the 
eviction of the Crow-Creek settlers would 
have been an outrage, but the course taken 
by Mr. Cleveland was voluntary, and in 
order to carry it out he had to arrogate to 
himself powers which no other President 
ever claimed. No law or constitutional 
provision can be found which authorizes one 
President to overrule the proclamations and 
final decisions made by any of his predeces- 
sors. No man can consistently oppose an 
ex post facto law and at the same time justify 
the exercise of similar authority at the whim 
of the Executive, 

Mr. Cleveland’s order evicting the Crow- 
Creek settiers was a great hardship on a de- 
serving class of people, but, more than that, it 
will prove, jf undisputed, a very dangerous 
precedent. There is every reason why the

CO-OPERATION FOR CHEAPER LIV- 
ING EXPENSES. 


The codperative plan of obtaining family 
supplies has long been a popular one in the 
British Isles, and would undoubtedly have 
found a foothold here long ago but for one 
thing. That is the comparatively nomadic 
character of our people. In England the oc- 
cupancy of the same house for many years in 
suceession is the rule, while with us it is 
rather the exception, if we exclude from the 
count the small percentage who own the 
houses they live in. There the codperative 
store, as well as the church, can secure a per- 
manent attendance, while here the constitu- 
ency of both changes rapidly in the cities. In 
England a number of families—say five 
hundred—can unite to own a store 
that shall supply them with groceries, 
bread, meat, medicines, and other neces- 
sary articles for the household at cost price, 
and at the end of five years the greater num- 
ber of the changes that have occurred will be 
those caused by death. The memberships 
that are for sale, owing to this cause and to 
removal from the district are so few that 
they are easily disposed of without bearing 
the market. This very permanency entails a 
closer watch of the doings of the officers of 
the store, which insures faithful service with 
the minimum of expense for oversight, while 
it also keeps down the cost of operating the 
establishment by the avoidance of the deliv- 
ery system, without which it is not possible 
to do business on a large scale here. The 
representative of the family goes to the store, 
selects the goods wanted, pays for them, and 
carries them home in person. 

It is perhaps too much to expect that the 
people here will change their ‘moving habits 
very soon for the purpose or enabling the 
codperative idea in purchasing family sup- 
plies to be carried out as it is on the other 
side of the Atlantic. It would be much to 
theiradvantage:in many other ways to do so; 
not the least of Which is referred to in the 
maxim of poor Richard, that three removes 
are as bad as a fire. But as they will not, 
they muy secure a large part of the advantage 
offered by the codperative plan by adopting 
the suggestion given in these columns last 
Sunday. We need not recapitulate further 
than to say that it includes a membership 
which might be on the basis of a trades- 
union or independent of it, the families 
within an area of a few blocks being served 
by a storekeeper who would supply them at 
the minimum of cost for cash, on the distinct 
understanding that he could make sure of 
their patronage. A removal into another 
neighborhood would then simply involve the 
dealing at another store conducted on the 
same plan and offering equal advantages to 
the buyer. The establishment of such a sys- 
tem of tradimg for family supplies would be 
of immense advantage to the workingman, 
making his wages go further than any addi- 
tion to them that he could hope for to result 
from a strike, and place within his grasp all 
that it was hoped to accomplish for the farm- 
er by the Granger movement of a dozen years 


ago. 

If the men who are now ki in the la- 
bor movement and parading Ives as 
the friends of the workingman while striv- 
ing to embitter him against his employer 
would take up the advocacy of this family- 
supply idea they would prove to be friends 
indeed. They would then be real benefactors 


having made himeelf eo disliked by the peo- 
ple of Dakota that it will never be safe for 
bim to venture out there, he is now adding 
to the troubles of the Reform Administration 
with his willfulness and wrong-headedness.

Tue total production of gold in the United 
States from 1847 to 1879 was $1,487,678,301, 
and at the latter date, previous to John Sher- 
man’s sale of gold bonds in preparing for 
resumption, there was barely $100,000,000 of 
gold eoin left in this country. The remain- 
der of the gold produced and coined in the 
United States (nearly 1,400 millions) had 
been shipped to Europe and used in the set- 
tlement of balances of trade in our interna- 
tional dealings. After 1879 followed a series 
of heavy crops in this country, with high 
prices and a great demand in Europe; the 
balance of trade turned heavily in our favor 
and our foreign debts ‘were paid with agri- 
cultural produce instead of the precious met- 
als. There was a wheat drain instead of a 
gold drain, and the product of the mines was 
left in this country to aid in the resumption 
of specie payments, With the exception of 
a few years. there. has been a steady 
gold drain from the United States, 
and for thirty years such was the normal 
condition of trade between Great Britain and 
the United States. The recent rumors of 
gold exportations to Europe show that there 
is at present a passing tendency toward a re- 
turn to the old conditions. Wheat and cot- 
ton are held too high in this country to be 
used for export, and hence gold is being em- 
ployed instead in paying foreign debts and 
settling up accounts at the close of the year. 
Inasmuch as the United States endured a 
persistent gold drain for thirty-three years 
between 1846 and 1879 without being re- 
duced to a single standard, it is probable that 
the country can now withstand the effect of 
a gold movement in closing up the accounts 
for the year, especially as the United States 
now has over $600,000,000 of gold, which is 
more than is held by any country in the 
world unless it be France. There is no oc 
casion for an alarm over an imaginary gold 
famine, and there is none except by stock 
gamblers who are trying to manufacture one.

THE PHILOSOPHY OF DRINKING LARGELY— 
ABOUT TWO QUARTS A DAY SHOULD BE 
CONSUMED. 

We do not speak of drunkennéss, albeit the 
poet has taugut us In vino veritas.“ What 
we have now to say relates to the wisdom and 
reason of drinking largely of fluids which are 
in the first place and principally solvents and 
diluents. Not very long ago those unhappy 
folk Wo go wearily and sadly, because, for- 


sooth they ae waxthg fat, were warned to 


leave off drinking largely and minimize the 
quantity of liquid tney consumed. Never be- 
fore, pérhaps, was there a more mischevious 
„fad“ imposed on a too creddlous public than 


tuls reduction of the amount of fluid taken. 
Now the obese are, by the rotary madness of 


the crazy in physic, counseled to drink deeply. 
This, at least, is a safe policy, and whetber or 
not it does anything in aid of the removal of 
tat, it will certainly not produce the evil con- 
sequences which bave in too many Cases been 


brought about by the abstinence from solvents, 


and diluents. Our concern is not with the 
‘‘anti-fat’’ movement: with this we have no 
sort of sympathy, exceptin so far as an accu- 
mulation of adipose tissue may chance to be 
morbid. eanwhile there are physiological 
facts iu relation to drinking Which ought to be 
recalied by those who know them, and brought 
to the knowledge of the unskilled in medicine, 
because they concern the promotioa of health. 
Thus it ig essential that there should be con- 
stantly passing through the organism a flush 
ing, as it were, of fluid, to hold in solution and 
wash away the products of dissiwilation and 
Waste. ose who do not recognize the fact 
that three-quarters by weight of the entire 
ofganism m normally composed of fluid can- 
not fully realize the great need which exists 
for a copiéus supply. If there be not a suffi- 
cient enddsmose, the exosmose must be re- 
stricted, and effete matters, soluble in them- 
selves, but not dissolved because of the de- 
2 of Had available, will be retained. 

Take, for example, the tric acids this excremen- 
tit ious product. requires not less than some 
8,000 times its bulk of water at the temperature 


of. the blood to bold itia solution: and n 


be not dissolved it rapidiy crystallizes, with 
more or less disastrous Consequences, as in 
gout, gravel, ana probably many other less 
well-recognized troubles. We only mention 
this particular excrement dy way of mus 
tration. Ia all, it may be fairly concluded that 
not less than three and a half pints should be 
consumed by any person in twenty-four hours, 
and when the body is bulky four or even five 
pints should be the average. It fs, moreover, 
desirable that the fluid thus taken should be 
in the main either pure water or water in 
which thé simplest extracts are beld in solu- 
tion. When. fluid taken “as drink“ js itself 
heavily charged with solid matter, it cannot 
fairly de expected to so entitehy rid itself of 
this burden in the process of digestion and

' PARNELL’S PROGRAM. 

Lonpox, Dee, 23.—[Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribute.}—It became known this 
moruing that the Nationalist leaders have been 
engaged iu drafting proposals for a bill creating 
home rule for Ireland for introduction into 
Parliament at the proper time. Mr. Parnell 
found that the fact had ieaked out; henee his 
jetter warning his party, and notifying all 
whom it might concern that in his opinion it 
would be unwise at present to formulate the 
demands of the party, and point out that 
the policy of Nationalists is to await events. 
His object is to keep Huglish political lead- 
ers in a state of perplexity as to 
the real intentions of the Nationalists and to 
withnold information likely to be of sérvice to 
them in drafting théir Irish bills. He puts his 
foot down on the intended response to Mr. 
Gladstone’s request for a statement of the de- 
mands of Ireland. The position he takes is 
this: If Mr. Gladstone thinks we are going 
to furnish nim with ideas be ie mistaken. We 
intend to keep our, plans to ourselves and let 
Mr. Gladstone and Lord Salisbury group in the 
dark for tie fight solution, and when the in- 
evitable deadioek is, brought about we shall 
step in with our bal.“ 

Mr. Paruell proposes to show that whether 
Mr. Gladstone settles the Irish question in the 
English Parliament, ‘or Lord Salisbury, it will 
be as instruments of the Nationalists. It is 
perfect!y well known that the Queen approves 
tie principle of home rule for Ireland, but 
there is no reason to believe that the sovereign 
is Committed to any Ministerial soneme, The 
siibject wil undoubtedly be mentioned in ‘tite 
Queen's speech. Mr. Gladstone will challenge 
the Government, and if he defeats it will take 
once and britig in his Irish vill.

WHITE SLAVERY IN CANADA. 


THE HORRORS OF THE AFRICAN TRADE 
EQUALED—WOMEN AND CHILDREN HELP- 
LESS VICTIMS. 

A 8t. Johns (Newfoundland) correspondent of 
of the Montreal Gazette has been calling atten- 
tion recently to a most disgraceful state of 
things counected with the Labrador fishery. It 
may be remembered that during the late dis- 
astrous gale on the Labrador coast a singularly 
large number of women and children were re- 
ported as lost. At the time it was not possible 
to account for this, but the correspondence re- 
ferred to makes the whole matter plain. It 
has for many years been the custom to trans- 
port at the opening of the fishing season sev- 
eral thousand women and children to Labrador, 
where they remain four months, engaged in 
curing the fish caught by the men. They are 
carried to the ecene of their labors packed in 
the holds of small vessels, and the horrors of 
this passage, as described by those familiar 
with the facts, rival those of the dreadful 
„middle passage in the old slave trade. Not 
only women and children, but animals of sev- 
eral kinds, dogs, sheep, goats, etc., are stowed 
in the close and filtby bold, and as the weather 
is generally rough the hatches are usually kept 
down ail the time. ; 

The passage takes from ten days to two 
weeks. On reaching Labrador the passengers 
are exhausted and balf poisoned by foul air 
filth. They are, however, forced to go on shore 
at once and clean out the turf huts, which have 
been filled with ice and snow all the winter. 
In these wretched hovels, which are always 
damp and dirty, the poor creatures must live 
throughout the season. The curing of the fish 
is a laborious and incessant task, and at the 
end of the season, having meanwhile been ill- 
fed, worse lodged, and worn out by bard work, 
the white slaves are once more packed into tne 
noisome holds of the schooners and consigned 
to another hideous voyage. As storms are fre- 
quent toward the close of the season, and as ft 
is almost impossible for the inmates of the hold 
to get out in the event of an emergency, the 

whieh are numerous in the fall of the 
year, too often include the drowning of whole 
families like rats in atrap. This is how it came 
to pass that so many women and children were 
lost in the late severe gale on the coast of Lab- 
rador. 

Perhaps the most remarkable fact is that this 
system of white slavery has been in existence 
for git a century, and that it is only now de- 
gin to attract attention and to call forth 
the strong condemnation it deserves. A Metb- 
odist migister who went as a missionary to 
Labrador and lived there several years fully 
confirms all that has been said of the condi- 
tion of things, and gives some personal exper. 
ences which are shocking in the revelations 
taney embody. It is said that the owners of the 
vessels that carry the women to Labrador 
make so great a profit out of the trade by the 
extortionate fares they charge that they are 
unwilling to have any reforms introduced. 
That is quite credible, for the greed of gain 
will babituate men tothe commission of al- 
most any iniquity.

HOME RULE IN IRELAND, 


A PLAN WHICH CONTEMPLATES A LOCAL 
PARLIAMENT FOR EACH PROVINCE. 

CHICAGO, Dec, 22.—|Editor of The Tribune.] 
—It may appear presumptuous for an Ameri- 
can—a son of an Irishman—who has never 
been upon Irish soil to attempt to discuss a 
matter of paramount interest to Ireland from 
a location almost 4,000 miles distant. It is, 
however, well known that, while a person close 
to a mountain range will be impressed if not 
wholly absorbed with a few prominent details 
in his immediate locality, a comprehensive 
view can only be obtained from a position 
more remote. 

There are, perhaps, no more generous, 
warm-hearted, and self-sacrificing people on 


the face of our planet than the Irish. A man 
of no other nationality, as a rule, will make 
80 great personal sacrifices for a friend, or even 
for a stranger, as an Irishman will without 
consulting anything but his own generous impulses. 
But this wonderfal susceptibility to kindly im- 
pressions seems to make him equally open to take 
offense for the slightest cause; and when bis 
irritability is once aroused he becomes very 
pugnacious. The fact that he is most warmly at- 
tached to his country, province, county, or neigbor- 
hood seems to make bim in a greater or less 
degree the enemy of every other which his fancy 
construes to be a rival. The antipathy of a 
Corkonian to a ‘“far-down’’ Celt is only less 
viralent than to the Saxon of the same region. 
When his ire is not excited by the presence of an 
Ulster man, he can vent his spleen upon one who 
hails from Leinster or Connaught; or, lacking 
these, he can raise a breeze with a man 
from Kerry, Limerick, Tipperary, or Water- 
ford in his own Munster. He will 
promptiy join a group of his neighbors in a 
general row with the people of another 
neighborhood without inquiry as to the merits of 
the matter at issue. And even in this country the 
Irish laborers upon one job have gone en masse 
to clean out a gang of their own countrymen 
upon another job but a mile or two remote, seem- 
ingly for no other reason than that they were em- 
ployed upon a different section of the same com- 
mon enterprise. 

If this picture be not overdrawn, what assurance 
is there of good order, harmony, und peace, with a 
common Parliament for all Ireland in the City of 
Dublin? With their general intolerance of minori- 
ties would they not inflict as great or greater 
wrongs upon their weaker brethren than those of 
which they now complain? May not the indepen- 
dence sought partake something of the spirit of the 
Southern revolt in our own country—the freedom 
to chastise their own weaker element of their pop- 
ulation? Of course the Irish leaders have no such 
present purpose; but can they create new instincts 
in the great mass of their countrymen by an act of 
Parliament? 

That something should be done to redress the 
wrongs of Ireland is manifest to all rightly-con- 
stituted minds, but is it not true that when abso- 
lute power is conferred upon persons who have 
long filled servile positions the disposition to 
abuse it is almost universal and not unfrequently 
followed by acts of the greatest cruelty? The 
French Revolution is, perhaps, the most conspicu- 
ous example of suddeniy-acquired power by an 
unfitted populace. 

Instead of creating an Irish Parliament for the 
whole island would it not be better to establish 
something like our State Governments in each of 
the four Provinces, each having ite Legislature 
and local executive, but subject to the supreme 
Government of the Empire, as ours are to the Na- 
tional Constitution and laws? Munster and Con- 
naught could not then dictate to Ulster, nor Lein- 
ster and Ulster to Connaught, but each would be 
left free to reguiate its local affairs, subject only 
to the supreme law. This plan, once adopted with 
regard to Ireland, would lead to a similar subdi- 
vision in the sister island; and ultimately to the 
organization of a Senate to succeed the present 
House of Lords, modeled somewhat after the man- 
ner of our own National Senate. With four such 
provinces in Ireland, two in Scotland, one in 
Wales, and thirteen in England proper, to preserve 
popular equality, a Senate composed of two from 
each province and a House of Commons re- 
duced to four times the number of Senators 
would make an aggregate of 200 mem- 
bers in the two Houses ef Parliament. 
This number might be paid for their services and 
required to be constantly in attendance when not 
excused by a vote of tne body to which they re- 
spectively belonged, thus dispensing with the vast 
crowd of absentees to be summoned by “whips” 
to be present only when important divisions are 
expected. The provincial Legisiatures would re- 
lieve the Imperial Parliament of all legislation not 
national in character, and at the same time secure 
a better system of local legisiation than would be 
possibile from mere county government. 

There is scarcely a doubt but that the more ad- 
vanced Liberals in Great Britain are looking for- 
ward to a Government something like ours, and the 
establishment of the four provincial Parliaments 
in Ireland would be a step in that direction while at 
the same time securing the best form of home rule 
for the Irish. 

The noted Ulster custom might or might not 


[Editor of The Tribune. }—What information can 
you give your readers regarding rabid dogs and the 
effects of their bites? Do dogs become rabid in 
the winter? Whatare the symptoms of rabies in 
the different stages in the dog, and does the bite of 
a rabid dog invariably cause death from hydro- 
phobia? Arethere any known remedies or any 
physicians who claim to be able to eure hydro- 
phobia after it has developed itself, or eradicate 
it from the system before it has become devel- 
oped? Several persons (myself among the num- 
ber) have been bitten within a month, and it is im- 
possible to ascertain whether or not by a rabid 
dog. I think a discussion of the subject in your 
journal would prove of interest to all your read- 
ers, and would, lam sure, be of especial interest 
to severai here. 

The several queries embodied in the above 
were propounded to Dr. Fletcher R. Ingals, and 
his replies are grouped together below. He 
said: “Dogs do become mad in winter. 
There is no doubt of that, although they do 
not develop rabies in such great numbers as 
in summer. The bite of a rabid dog does not 
always produce hydrophobia and death. At a 
rough estimate I should say that less than 50 
per cent of persons bitten by a mad-dog die. 
When hydrophobia (and subsequent death) 
does not follow there are no appreciable effects 
at all to be noted. The explanation of this 


fact is that the dog’s teeth reached the skin 
through boots, thick clothme, etc., and the 
poison was thus wiped off, soaked up by the 
stuff, and rendered innocuous. 


THE QUESTION OF CURB. 

‘* As to whether there are any physicians 
able to cure hydrophobia, look at Pasteur, 
who by inoculation, as he claims, prevents the 
development of bydrophobia. He has made 
many experiments, and has estabiished to the 
satisfaction of most scientists his ability to 
cope with the disease, at least when it was as 
yet jn an incubatory state. There are a num- 
ber of known cases where his method has be- 
yond doubt proved successful. He is the only 
physician in the world who has had a measura- 
ble success in this line. As to others besides 
him, one may say that a great many cases of 
hydrophobia have been cured, treated upon 
general princip.es, but there are no specific 
remedies and there is no generally adopted 
line of treatment. The percentage of those 
treated for bydropbobia (including, of course, 
for the most part, cases of supposed hydro- 
phobia, which were not that at all) and cured 
is supposed to be about 75 percent. There 
are no thoroughly reliable statistics on that 
point in existence, though. This does not 
take into account Dr. Pasteur’s recent 
remarkable activity. The fact is that a 
great many cases are claimed under the head 
of hydrophobia—not alone by the general pub- 
lic but even by the prufession—which do not 
belong there. As I said, there is no known 
specific against hydrophobia, unless inocula- 
tion, as practiced by Drs. Pasteur and Galtier, 
may be termed such. 

Answering another question of your corre- 
spondent, I should say that the way to do is not 
to kill the dog. If they kill it there is no way 
of knowing whether it was rabid or not. That 
is one of the great mistakes of people to kill a 
dog at once, wnen he is only suspected of being 
mad. If any doubt exists, shut the dog up and 
keep him comfortably and safely for four 
months. Very often dogs have fits of rage or 
epilepsy, supposed to be rabies, but which is 
not that. It a dog is shut up for that length 
of time and shows no sigas of rabies you may 
let him go. He ia then harmless. ; 


THE SYMPTOMS OF RABIES. 

“The symptoms of rabies are divided into 
three classes—premonitory, irritative, and par- 
alytic. The signs of the premonitory stage 
develop in twelve to forty-eigbt hours. They 
are an alteration in the disposition of the dog. 
A bitherto docile dog becomes surly, ana then 
changes again to his docile character. He is 
restiess, dull, languid. He loses his appetite 
or develops a depraved appetite for things he 
did not care for formerly. He makes frequent 
guiping motions, vomits often, the mucous 
membrane becomes red, and he exudes much 

iva. 

“The irritated stage shows the eyes bright 
and glaring, a disposition to injure animals or 
human beings; he has paroxysms, an increase 
of restiesness, and is lying down and at once 
shifting his position. During his paroxysms 
be ig lable to tear and bite anything that 


comes within hig reach. He jumps up with a. 


bowl and stares vaoantly about him, and snaps 
at some imaginary object. The dog may rec 
ognize and obey his master, but he will 
do it refuctantly. The tongue becomes 
swollen and he wil assume gradually 
a haggard and anxious look. He 
still secretes much saliva; his gait becomes 
tottering, and his head will mostly hang to the 
ground; the abdomen contracts, and the dog 
will waste to a skeleton. One thing more than 
another forms part of the diagnosis—a peculiar, 
oroupy. bigh-toned ringing sound, as though a 
bark and a howl were blended. At first the 
paroxysms are frequont and long, but as he 
loses his strength they will become less fre- 
quent and more feeble. 

The paralytic stage is indicated by frequent 
twitchings of the muscles, the dropping of the 
jaw, so that he is neither able to bite nor bark. 
He becomes quiet, wants to be seciuded, takes 
no notice of anytbing around him, has a loll- 
ing tongue with plenty of saliva, and then 
death soon ensues. 

As to the length of time which elapses be- 
fore the symptoms of bydrophobia show them- 
selves, dating from the moment of the bite, it 
averages from three to six weeks. The bite 
from young animals shows more quickly the 
symptoms than in the case of more aged dogs. 
Pasteur's method now consists ir inoculating 
with diluted poison. The saliva of the mad dog 
is the most active portion of the poison, as 
shown by the fact that persons have died 
quickly when a mad dog had merely lapped 
their hand. The poison in the saliva remains 
potent even for a considerable time after it nas 
left the mouth of the dog, often for twenty- 
four hours, even when put into water. The 
error most frequently made in calling a disease 
rabies which is not is by mistaking tetanus, 
epilepsy, distemper, foreign substances in the 
dog’s throat, and inflammation of the stomach 
for rabies, because they resemble in some 
respects this last disease. Although there 
is no certain treatment for hydrophobia 
the generally accepted preventive treatment 
consists in ligating the limb bitten, cup it, and 
suck or wash the wound thoroughly, and cau- 
terize it freely with iodine, nitrate of silver, or 
hot irons.“ 


DR. JAMES LAW’S OBSERVATIONS. 

Dr. James H. Etteridge, when applied to for 
information, referred his interviewer to Pep- 
per’s System of Practical Medicine” (Phila- 
deiphia, 1885), and particularly to an exhaus- 
tive article written by Dr. James Law, an 
authority, as containing the latest and most 
reliable points on the topic. A brief digest of 
this article is interesting. Among the popular 
fallacies anent rabies, he says, is the supposi- 
ton that mad dogs dread water and will not 
eat or drink. Thereis no bydrophobia (aver- 
sion to water) in the dog or other domestic 
animals. Mad dogs drink freely in the early 
stages of the disease, swim rivers in their 
wanderings. Frothing at the mouth is an ex- 
ception with mad dogs, and the abundant ge- 
cretion of saliva is not observable, save in 
the last stage of the disease, when the jaws 
have become paralyzed. During the paroxysms 
the tail of tne dog is generally erect. Not

Since the real owners of the Ohio & Mississippi 
obthined the control of their property and 
managed it in their own interest operating 
expenses have been reduced to a minimum, 
arid this, with other economical measures, bas 
demonstrated the ability of the main line to 
more than pay fixed charges.

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COUNTY-AGENT O'BRIEN ON MR. GLEASON’S 
TALK BEFORE THE TKADES ASSEMBLY—

County-Agent O’Brien’s attention was called 
yesterday to the statement made by William 
J. Gleason at the Trade and Labor Assembly 
meeting Sunday that some workingmen were 
too near the County-Agent’s office to be 
heroic.”

that attach to their appearing in the charactér 
of mendicants. It is the practice sometimes 
with us to grant relief once and only once 
on the recommendation of well known and 
reputable taxpayers, Before relief is given a 
second time the visitors investigate closely. Of 
course there is the possibility of being imposed 
on, but I think that this rarely happens.“ 

„Is there any chance that a numerous body 
of professional mendicants can live off the 
county?” 

„1 think not. If there are any such they 
must change their names and their location 
frequently. To guard against imposition of 
that kind and for other reasons easily under- 
stood I frequentiy change the visitors’ 
districts. The class of persons from whom we 
receive most annoyance are the families of 
men who leave the city during the working 
months of the year and who return to the city 
al most penniless—having spent or rather mis- 
spent most of their earnings. These and the 
families of habitual drinkers are the most 
troublesome. It seems hardly fair to give re- 
lief in such cases, as the husbands and fathers 
are certainly ab.e to work and earn enough to 
support their families if they will, but then 
what are we to do? Are we td permit the 
children and wives of such men t@ starve? It 
requires patience and good judgment to deal 
with such cases. The men are not heroic by 
any means. Heroic treatment is needed in 
dealing with them.” 

There is considerabie indignation among 
some workingmen at Gleason’s insinuations, 
and he is roundly denounced, but the general 
opinion is that his remarks were somewhat 
pertinent and that it was time honest working- 
men should disassociate. themselves from the 
professional public paupers whether they are 
drunkards, loafers, or impostors. 


THE CUMMINGS NAILERS. 
BUILDING HOPES ON THE POSSIBLE TRANS- 

FER OF’ THE WORKS TO A CLEVELAND 

CAPITALIST. 

D. C. Bradley, Vice-President of the Calumet 
Iron & Steel Company, was seen yesterday and 
asked what foundation there was in the report 
that the mulls of the company at Cummimgs 
had been sold to Dan P. Eels of Cleveland. O. 

“Well, there are such negotiations in prog- 
ress,”’ said Mr. Bradley, but they are not yet 
consummated. Mr. Eels is already a large 
stockholder in the company, the others largely 
interested being W. H. Brown, New York, C. 
R. Cummings, and myself. The proposed 
transfer is not in shape yet to be freely dis- 
cussed; but the plan is that Mr. Eels is to buy 
out Mr. Cummings and me. O. yes; the whole 
plant is owned by one company and all goes to- 
gether—biast furnace, iron-mill, and nail fac- 
tory.” 2 

The nailers at Cummings are greatly 
pleased at the port of the transfer to Eels, 
and think that as soon as he comes in their 
troubles will be at an end.“ 

“They do, do they? Well, u does beat all 
what straws men grasp at. The idea is redicu- 
lous, simply ridiculous,”’ 

The situation at Cummings is of interest bo- 
cause the nailers and manufacturers through- 
out the country are watching it keenly. The 
company shut down the works last summer 
because of the extremely low price of nails and 
an overstocked market. When the compuny 
was ready to resume operations it offered 17 
cents per keg, and the nailers asked 21 cents, 
the associations of manufacturers and nailers 
having fixed upon those prices respectively. 
In consequence of this wide divergence no 
work was done for several months. The com- 
pany finally decided to offer a compromise of 
19 cents, which was refused by the men. It 
seems that both the nailers ana the company 
were pledged to secrecy concerning the offer of 
compromise; but the fact is undoubtedly true. 
Then the company started in with non-union 
menand is now running twenty-seven ma- 
obines out of 128, as stated above. When the 
scale rose last week to 18 cents, because of the 
increase in the price per keg of nails, it is 
stated on good authority that the nailers of- 
fered to go to work at the l7-cent scale, pro- 
vided the company would discharge the 
„ dlack-sheep.“ This proposal was deciined by 
the company. And now the matter rests, exr 
cept that tne nailers expect to be taken in in 
place of the black-sbeep as soon as the 
management passes into the hands of Mr. Eels. 


THAT FORGED DEED. 

MR. NEWCOMB GETS A COPY OF IT—WHERE 
IS THE NOTARY WHOSE SEAL IT BEARS— 
A CLEVER SWINDLE. 

Mr. George W. Newcomb, the real-estate 
agent of this city who bad negotiations with a 
young man named John F. Ellsworth to sell 
him 300 acres of land in Marion County, III., 
belonging to Collins H. Jordan of Chicago, is 
in receipt of a copy of the forged deed that 
Elisworth presented and had recorded at Salem, 
III., and by means of which he defrauded a 
man named Buckhold ot St. Louis out of 
$1,500. The deed is witnessed by Frank Ers- 
kine and William Kermeyer, and is acknowl- 

by Thomas Doran, a notary, whose 
seal of office is stamped upon it. It is dated 

Oct. 20, 1885, and purports to have been made 

in Chicago. Mr. Newcomb bas made diligent 

inquiry to discover the whereabouts of Doran 
and the two witnesses, but none of them can 
be found. A letter to the Secretary of State 

develops the fact that Dolan was appointed a 

notery in October, 1880, and his commission 

expired in October, 1884. There is no record 
of bis reappointment in the Secretary of State’s 
office at Springfield, and the alleged 
acknowledgment by him is either a clever 
forgery in connection with that of the 
entire document, or he may have innocently 
assisted Elisworth in the perpetration of 

fraud, using bis old notarial seal for the — 
pose. So well executed was the deed and the 
forged signatures of Mr. and Mrs. Jordan that 
the Recorder at Salem and the officials at Kin- 
mundy, III., believed that Ellsworth had ob- 
tained possession of the original deed drawn 
up by Mr. Newcomb. This original, however, 
is now in the safe at Mr. Newcomb’s office, and 
disproves the theory completely. The scheme 
was well planned and carried out successfully, 
the only loser being Mr. Buckbold, whose loan

acres is gone beyond recovery. Nothing has

NORTH SIDE STREET-CARS. ° 
THE PETITION OF PATRONS FOR SOME IM- 

PROVEMENTS TO BE PRESENTED TODAY. 

The committee appointed by the North Side 
citizens to consider the horse-car question met 
at the office of J. T. Long, No. 182 South Clark 
street, yesterday, Mr. Robert C. Givens pre- 
siding. The foilowing petition was adopted 
for presentation to the North Side Street-Rail- 
way Company: 

To the Managers of the North Chicago City Railway 
Company—-GENTLEMEN: We, the undersigned, a 
committee appointed by the residents of North 
Chicago and Lake View, do hereby respectfully 
petition your company tor an immediate change to 
be made in the condition of the company's cars 
now in use, for the following reasons: 

They are summer cars, and not adapted to pro- 
tect passengers from the severity of the weather 
in this climate in winter; the seats and backs of 
the cars are constracted of perforated wood and 
afford no protection from the draught from the bot- 
tom of the car; thatthe present addition of a thin 
carpet furnishes no additional protection; that there 
is @ vacant space between the back of the seat and 
the sides of the car, from one to one anda halt 
inches in. width, through which s cold draught 
comes and strikes the passengers in the back, thus 
chilling them through and through and laying the 
foundation for dangerous and incurable diseases; 
that we believe the health of those’who ride in 
your cars is in jeopardy, and that a large number of 
citizens have lost their lives from diseases con- 
‘tracted in your cars by this means; that the crowd- 
ing of the cars we believe to be owing in part to 
the fact that the fare is the same on your short-line 
cars as on the long lines, and that by running a suf- 
ficient number of short-trip cars not even two 
miles from the centre terminus on all your 
lines at a reduced fare the people residing 
within this district will patronize these short-trip 
cars and thus relieve the long lines from over- 
crowding; this will prove of great benefit to the 
company as well as to the public. 

We have other suggestions to make to the com- 
pany which will be for their interest and that of 
their patrons which the committee desire to pre- 
sent verbally. : 

A committee, consisting of Robert C. Givens, 
John T. Long, and Charles T. Wilt Jr., was ap- 
pointed to present the petition this morning at 
10 — 4 on It was decided that if the company 
replied favorably a generally-signed petition of 
15,000 names would be secured and presented 
to it. If the answer is unfavorable, a mass- 
meeting will be called in the future, and the 
idea of an elevated railway will be championed 
by some of the committee. 

It was told in the discussion that the com- 
pany was earning an immense dividend, a 
prominent official baving recently refused $600 
for his shares to the Peck estate, and 
that it could well afford to make all 
of these changes. The company was 
given its franchise for the convenience 
of the residents, and is bound by the contract 
to give such conveniences as are reasonable 
and within means. A member of the commit- 
tee stated that he could prove that ten citizens 
had died from exposure in the street-cars on 
account of those perforated seats. é 

The company is said to be already consider- 
ing a scheme of reduced fares which will be 
adopted probably next month. It is known as 
the Blanchileld system. Every passenger pays 
his nickel and is given a premium ticket in re- 
turn, ten of these tickets being good for one 
fare, thus making eleven fares for half a do- 
lar. Mr. Turner estimates that 40 per cent of 
these premium tickets would be lost, which is 
to the company’s gain. The scheme, however, 
would satisfy the demand for reduced fares or 
commutation tickets. Mr. Turner’s estimate 
is made from the record of the West Side com- 
pany, $60 worth of whose tickets are lost 
daily.

The Second will have eleven or twelve when 
finished and the Third will have eleven. 

The number of votes in the precincts of the 
First Ward considerably exceeds 300. But the 
clerks have great difficulty in redu the fig- 
ures even as low as they have done, large 


hotels located in that part of the city make it 


extremely difficult to get nearer to 300 than 
has been done. Inthe Fourth Precinct, for in- 


stance, which has 444 votes, there is the Palm-
